An adjourned meeting of city coun- 
cil was held on Saturday afternoon in 
the exhibition offices, The mayor pre- 
sided and there were also present 
Aldermen Douglas, Lundy, McInnis, 
May, Gowan, Vast, Calder, Walsh and 
Clarke, together with the city super- 
intendents, , 

Salaries on South Side, 

A report was read from the city 
assessor with reference to the salaries 
of the clerks in the assessment de- 
partment on the south side. Mr. Mc- 
Millan said the salaries being paid 
on the south side were equal to those 
being paid on the north side and in 
seme cases more, On the south side 
the highest salary being paid te any 
of ‘the clerks was $125 while the re- 
cipient had had only a few months 
experience. On the north side the 
highest was $115, while in this case 
the service had extended over a period 
of six years. The salaries paid to the 
other clerks on the south side were 
$60 and $75 per month, while the 
clerks in the same positions on the 
north side received $65 and $70. The 
assessor did not therefore recommend 
any increases in salaries em the south 
side in the assessment department, 
except in the case of Miss Lillian 
Shaw, stenographer, who was recom- 
mended an increase from $40 to $45. 

Ald. Walsh said that the salary of 
$125 mentioned by Mr. McMillan was 
that of the former assessor of Strath- 
cona ana he did not think he should 
be styled as a clerk, Ald. Calder said 
that the late ussessor for Strathcona 
had filled the position well and faith- 
fully, Ald. Clarke was of the opinion 
that the council should not act upon 
the report of any head of a depart- 
ment without giving the matter the 
fullest consideration, 

The question of the salaries in the 
south side assessment department was 


referred to the finance and assess- 
ment committee 
The council resolved to pay Mr. 


Kinnaird, the late Strathcona auditor, 
the sum «i $150 for completing the 
audit of the south side accounts up 
to the 3ist January,

Municipal Employment Bureau and

A municipal employment bureau 
and a stale of minimum wages to be 
paid #n all council contracts were 
two of the proposals discussed by the 
city counci) at their meeting on Sat- 
urday afternoon. The council seem- 
ed inclined to favor the employment 
bureau proposition, but the other 
proposal met with considerable op- 
position, Both schemes were refer- 
red for further consideration, but 
while in the case of the employment 
bureau the motion to refer to the 
commissioners was apparently with 
the object of considering the ways 
and means, the action taken by the 
council in regard to the minimum 
wage seemed more like shelving the 
matter. 

Ald, Douglas brought forward the 
motion on the subject of a municipal 
employment bureau. He asked per- 
mission of the council to alter th« 
form of the resolution, of which he 
had given notice, so as to read that 
the question of the desirability of 
appointing such a bureau should be 
referred to the commissioners, 


who 
should prepare a report on the sub- 
ject for the next meeting. He said 
the increase of employment in the 
city and the greater demand for la- 
bour made the question one quite in 
ne with the work that the council 


knew that ihe institutions of a volun 
tary kind which had been doing that 
kind of work had rendered good 
service, such as the United Aids, the 
Beulah Mission and the Salvation 
Army, but he considered that those 
institutions were primarily relief in- 
stitutions, and he thought that men 
who were applying for work should 
not have to seek it as if they werd 
seeking retief.
